EXTRACTS FROM»: HIS ~ REMARKS, 


Parliament Hovute Crowded as It Has 
Seldom Bean—Several Persons Trodden 
Upon in the Rush for Seats. 


London, February 13.—Gladstone is in 
admirable form. From early morning the 
scene in the palace yard, at Westminster, 
has been one of the most animated descrip- 
tion with groups assembling to watch the 
arrival of the members. P. J. Foley, 
nationalist, member for Counimora, the 
first to arrive, closely followed by David 
Sheehy, secretary of the first national fed- 
eration. When noon arrived, the inner lob- 
by was packed with members and the ap- 
proaches were crowded. When the doors 
opened there was a disorderly rush for the 
seats, members shouting and strifggling like 
a mob of excursionists on a bank holiday, 
several being’ thrown to the fluor. The 
veteran, Caleb Wright, eighty-two years of 
age, was knocked down and trampled on 
before rescued by Johii Burns, the vigorous 
labor. representative. 

The melee setticd down at last and all 
got safely in their seats. Wvery seat in 
the house, cxcept the government bench, 
was occupied. ‘he struggle for seats 
duced the oddest mixture of the pen 
Dhe seating capacity of the house is en- 
tirely too small.tc accommodate even the 
members, and the time-honored custom of 
members setting together according to 
their political predilections was today hon- 
ored more in the breach than observance. 
Radicals and laborists sat cheek by jowl. 
That bluest of blue tones, Colonel Saun- 
derson,. champion of the Ulstermen, : to 
whom home rule is as a red flag flung in 
the face of a buil, found himself sitting 
among the warmest supporters of Glad- 
stone’s scheme. Charles Tanner, anti- 
Parnellite member, representing the mid- 
die division of Cork, was mixed up with 
the tory route below the gangway, and the 
whole political appearance of the house 
was changed by the commingling of the 
parties. 

The rush to get into the galleries was 
equal to the strngcle to enter the legisla- 
tive chamber. All the galleries were packed 
to their fullest capacity. 

Justice Harlan. of the United States sn- 
preme court, had « seat in the diplomatic 
gallery, accompanied by Minister Lincoln. 
seores of other noted strangers were in 
the gallery. They were greeted by Earl

The noise ‘n the house drowned ‘the ini- 
tial business, which was conducted almost 
in dumb show. The preliminaries to the 
event of the day were dispatched in abont 
half an hour. 

Gladstone entered the house of commons 
at 3:30 o’clock. Eivery liberal and Irish 
nationalist stood up and greeted him with 

rolonged cheers. When Gladstone rose to 
introduce the home -rule bill there was 
another demonstration, so earnest, so en- 
thusiastic: and irrepressible, that several 
minutes elapsed before he could be heard. 

Gladstone's Speech. 


Mr. Gladstone spoke in a clear, strong 
and resonant voice until 6 o'clock. The 
following are extracts from his speech: 

“I may, without impropriety, remind the 
house that the voices which usually pleaded 
the cause of ‘trish _ self-government in 
Larish affaa's have within . these 
walls dtiriug the last seven years been 
almost entirely mute. I return, therefore, 
to the period of 1586 when a Proposition 
of this kind was submitted on the part of 
the government of that day, and beg to 
remind the house of the version thén taken 
by all the promoters of their measures. 

““‘We saw that we had arrived at the 
point, in our transactions with Ireland, 
where two 10.ads parted. You have, we 
said, to choose one or the other. One is 
the way of Irish autonomy according to 
the constructions I have just referred to; 
the other is the way of coercion. That is 
our contention. It will be the recollection 
of the house how tbat contention was 
most stoutly and largely denied. It -was 
said over and over again by many members 

ite, ‘We are not coercionists; we do 
not adopt that alternative and neither can 
we adopt it.’ (Ministerial cheers.) 

“That assertion of theirs was undoubt- 
edly sustained by Bropoeaies especially 
from The dissentient liberals. of various 
plans dealing with Irish affairs: Those 
plans, th ugh they fell entirely short in 
principle he in the scope of Irish self-gov- 
ernment, yet were of no trivial or mean 
importance.

Explaining the Bill. 

Explaining the bill in detail, Mr. Glad- 
stone said: “In th¢ first place we have 
made it the desire to meet what we thought 
no unreasonable demand for the express 
mention of the supremacy of the imperial 
parliament... -There were two methods in 
which that might be done. It might be 
done by a Clause; it might. be done. in the 
preamble;’ We have chosen the preamble 
us worthier. and better, for if it were done 
by a clause it would be too much in the 
character of a mere enactment. it is not 
necessary’ to say: many words for such a 
purpose. .Our words are: 

‘Whereas, It is expedient witheut impair- 
ing or restricting’ the supreme authority 
of parliament,’.and..then the preamble 
goes on to declare’ the creation of an Irish 
1egislaturé: ower is’ granted to the Irish 
legislature which. consists, first of all, of 
the legislature council; secondly, of a leg- 
islative assembly, empowered to make laws 
for the peace, order and good government 
of Ireland in respect. to ~matters exclu- 
sively to Ireland or to a part thereof. ‘That 
abe is subject’ to a. double limitation, 
‘irst of all it is subject to necessary and 
obvious limitations finpesing certain inca- 
pacities on the Irish p ment, including 
nll that relates to the erewn, regency, or 
vice royalty. The subjects of peace and war, 
public defense, treaties anid foreign rela- 
tion, dignities, titles, law and treason do 
not belong to the Trish legislature.”

“Them coming to exclusive powers, we 
retain the vice rovalty of Ireland, but we 
divest it of the party character - heretofore 
borne by making the appointment run six 
years, subject to the revoking power of 
the crown. Then, also, the Post is freed 
from iall religious disability. The Irish 
representation in the imperial parliament 
is fixed at eighty members.”’ Mr. Gladstone 
put both sides of the question of these mem- 
bers voting on all questions. 

“It would,” he said, “be a great anomaly 
if these eighty Irish members should come 
here continually to intervene in questions 
purely and absolutely British. If some 
large question or controversy in British af- 
fairs should then come up, causing a deep 
and vital severing of the two great par- 
ties in this house, and the members of these 
parties knew that they could bring over 
eighty members from Ireland to support 
their views, I am afraid a case like that 
would open a possible door to wholesale, 
dangerous __ political intrigue. (‘Hear! 
Hear!’) My colleagues found themselves 
not well able to face a contingency of that 
kind. They inse-ted in the bill limitations 
on the voting powers of the Irish members 
to exclude them, first, from voting on a 
bill or motion expressly confined to Great 
Britain; second, from voting on @ tax not 
levied upon Ireland: third, from Yoting on 
a vote or appropriation of money other- 
wise than for the imperial service; fourth, 
from voting on avy motion or resolution 
exclusively affecting Great Britain. va 

“The whole subject is full of thorns and 
brambles, but our cbject is the autonomy 
and self-government of Ireland in all mat- 
ters properly Irish. The Irish people cer- 
tainly did not raise the difficulty to which 
I have just alluded—the retention of Irish 
members in the house. This is a second- 
ary matter in their eyes, and onght not to 
interfere with the principal aim. In the 
face of the feeling that a shade of uncer- 
tainty still nangs over the question of re- 
tention of Irish members, we have affixed 
to the paragraph concerning this question 
the words: ‘Excepting and until parlia- 
ment shall determine coming financial leg- 
islation.’ 

“T wish to supply the-key note to the 
financial part of legislation. That key- 
note is to be found in the provision included 
in our plans from the first, and wisely and 
generously acceded to by Ireland through 
her representatives—that there is to be but 
one system of legislction for all Kingdoms. 
As far as external things are concerned, 
that will be found to entail very imvortant 
consequences, It has: guided us to the con- 
clusion, at which we have arrived, of unity 
of commeramal legislation for +he three 
kingdoms. | 
cise duties, postofhces and the telegraph. 
By adopting this key-uote we can attain 
to most valuable results and will be likely 
to avoid the clashir~ friction of agents of 
the imperial and agents of the Irish gov- 
ernment. We ean make, under cover of 
this proposal, a larger and more liberal 
transfer to ireland <n the manage 
ment of her affairs than we could have 
madé if we had on any other 
principle.. We hope*to escape, in this way, 
all collection in the interior of Ireland of 
any revenue whatever by imperial authori- 
ty.

IN ORDER "0 GE? FIRE TNSURARCE 


Collins Hired Two Men to Set Fire 
to His House, — 


AND TWO LIVES WENT UP IN THE FLAMES 


Collins Committed Suicide 
of His Hirelings Confe nd Implif- 
cates the Other—Other Crimes. 


Haverhill, Mass., February 13.—On Jan- 
uary 30th an old and dilapidated house in 
West Newbury, owned by D. F. Collins and 
occupied by J. M. Addison and his son, 
William, was set on fire in the night and the 
two Addisons were burned to death. Col- 
lins, who was arrested Saturday and hang- 
ed@ himself in jail yesterday, confessed short- 
ly before his suicide that he hired two men, 
named Dearborn and Hubbell, to do 
the job so as to get the insurance, which 
was much more than the property was 
worth. Collins declared, however, that he 
did not know that the Addisons were in the 
house and had no intention that they should 
be burned. 

Oscar D. Hubbell is under arrest but 
Dearborn can’t be found and Hubbell has 
turned state’s evidence. He says Collins 
hired him to assist Dearborn in setting fire 
to the house, and offered him $750. The 
offer was accepted and Dearborn and Hub- 
bell succeeded in burning the building af- 
ter three attempts. They believed that 
Addison was not at home and would not 
be for several days. They did not know 
he had a son and supposed that the build- 
ing was unoccupied. 

After learning the result of the fire, Col’ 
lins gave Dearborn $25 and a team with 
which he fled, taking his wife with him. 
He also gave Hubbell a horse to make his 
escape. with. Hubbell sold the horse in 
Manchester, where he was arrested. The 
insurance, it is said, amounted to only $500.

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An Athens Doctor Sued for $20,000 for | = 


Alleged Malpractice, — 
AND IN TURN: SUES FOR $25,000. 


Which He Wants for De‘amation of Char- 
acter—Minor News from Athens and 
the Vicinity Thereo!. 


Athens, Ga., February 13.—(Special.)— 
There will be a suit, or rather two suits, 
called in the superior court of Jackson 
county this week behind which there lies 
a story the details vf which are at once in- 
teresting and unfortunate. 

These suits are of especial interest to 
Athens from the fact that a leading young 
physician of the city will figure as one of 
the leading participante. 

One is a suit for $20,000 damages against 
Dr. A. C. Holliday, of this city, brought by 
Mrs. Thurman, of Jackson county, for the 
death of her husband, which she charges wus 
due to malpractice. 

The other is a suit for damages in the 
sum of $25,000 brought by Dr. Holliday 
against Dr. DeLaperriere, of Hoschton, 
Jackson county, for circulating the report 
that his treatment was responsible 
for Mr. Thurman’s death. 

The history of the case dates back one 
year. In February, 1892, Dr. Holliday was 
called to ‘attend Mr. Thurman, who had 
some kind of trouble on the lip. Dr. Hol- 
liday pronounced the place on the lip car- 
buucle and treated it as such. After attend- 
ing Mr. ‘thurman for about ten days the 
patient’s famiuy became dissatishied and 
cailed in Ur. VeLaperriere, a relative, to 
advise on the case. Dr. DeLaperriere- at 
one denied that the sore was a carbuucle 
and said that it was mercurial poison the 
etfect of salivation caused by Vr. tiolliday’s 
treatment and at once demanded the latter 
physician’s dismissal.

A Voice from Missouri. 
The legislature of Missourn has been 


the principle on which the state is sup- 
posed to base its interference as a col- 
lector of debts. : 

Our contemporary, without mincing 
matters, traces the whole procedure back 
to barbarism. At one time it was held 
that the state had the right to deprive the 
debtor of his liberty by imprisonment 
if he would not or could not pay his just 
debts. Georgia was settled by men fresh 
from debtors’ prisons, but it was not so 
very long ago that imprisonment for 
debt was common in this state. It is still 
the law in New York, unless it has been 
lately repealed, so that the great Empire 
State is not so far ahead of the African 


+ vilages where the debtor, unable to pay, 


is turmed over to the creditor as a slave. 
It would seem then that through the 
medium of some of our laws we can 
reach out and touch the rankest bar- 
barism. 

Our St. Louis contemporary sees in the 
garnishment daws which the Missouri 
legslature is discussing a survival of the 
barbaric theory that the body of the 
debtor belongs to the creditor, or to the 
state, which represents the creditor, until 
the debt is satisfied. “Hence,” says The 
Republic, “we have this theory of gar- 
nishment by the state—the theory that, 
even if the state refuses to capture the 
debtor and hold him as a slave in bonds 
until he pays, it is the state’s duty all 
the more, because of his refusal, to act 
as an Overseer or steward for the cred- 
itor, taking away the debtor’s earnings 


and turning them over to the creditor as } 


soon as possible. This is mo change at 
all from the principle that the debtor 
ought to be the creditor’s property until 
the debt is paid, for the man whose earn- 
ings are forcibly controlled by another is 
that other’s slave.” 

The whole question is of great interest. 
It is a many-sided one and it will be 
long before the dast word is said.

Yet the fact is so 
plain that it is hardly necessary to argue 
it. Why argue with a farmer who knows 
that a debt which he could formerly pay 
with one bale of cotton now calls for two? 

We do not propose to argue the matter 
now, but merely call attention to some 
recent statements made by The Financial 
News of London, one of the organs of 
Lombard street. ic is, curious that a 
fact which American financiers (so-call- 
ed) deny should meet prompt recognition 
in the very bowels as it were of mono- 
metallism. “Whatis to be the ultimate 
fate of silver?’ says The London Finan- 
cial News, “is not, however, the main 
matter of immediate concern. The _ in- 
terest of everybody is centered just now 
in a far more urgent question, although 
one not disconnected with the fall in 
silver—nameiy, the appreciation of gold.” 
The Financial News goes on to declare 
that “it is the continual, ceaseless, resolute 
competition for gold that is causing all the 
mischief—depressing values, hind 
trade, killing agricuiture and_threa 
the world with consequences which only 
the willfully blind refuse to see. If there 
is one incontrovertible and dominant fact 
in the situation, it is that the gold pro- 
duction of the world does not keep pace 
with the currency needs of the constanly 
increasing populations of the world.” 

These are strong and true wdérds—so 
strong that we feel impelled to explain 
again that they are not uttered by any 
“silver inflationist” at the south or west, 
but by a singlé gold standard organ at 
the headquarters of monometallism—The 
Financial News of London. How is it 
that the Londoh editor has the boldness 
to announce a fact that is fatal to his 
theory and policy, while American gold- 
olators angrily deny its existence? We 
leave the discussion of this question to 
those who have the patience to waylay 
the organs of goldolatry and try to catch 
them telling the truth. 

There are whispers that those who 
manage the financies of India are consid- 
ering the propriety of demonetizing silver 
and erecting the single gold standard 
there. This would mean a new demand 
for gold, and would simply add to the 
grinding process that is destroying the 
productive and commercial prosperity of 
the world. The Financial News of Lon- 
don is afraid that the American republic 
will sail its silver at a sacrifice and enter 
into the scramble for gold regardless of 
the ordinary considerations of profit or 
loss. This is what the money power is 
driving at, and this is why it has been 
moving heaven and earth to secure the 
unconditional repeal of the silver act of 
1890; but they will not succeed. The 
people whose prosperity is at stake will 
have more real strength in the new con- 
gress than they have in the present body, 
and if their representatives remain true 
to the obligations they have assumed and 
the pledges they have made, the repeal of 
the silver law will mean the substitution of 
a law which more completely recognizes 
silver as money gr as & basis for currency 
‘notes. 

Commenting on the practical results of 
the repeal of the silyer law here, followed 
by the inevitable scramble among the na-

tions of the earth for a@pfficiency of gold 


cultural produce are already so low that ag- 
riculture as a trade is threatened with extine- 
tion in Hngland. The cotton industry can only 
maintain itself, paradoxical though it may 
by enforéed periods of idleness. Our 
shipping trade is in a deplorably bad condition, 
and the central pivot of all these evils is the re. 
striction in the world’s chief circulating me- 
dium—the comparative scarcity of gold. 

The situation here is not as bad as it 
is in England, but it is rapidly approach- 
ing that point. The country is more ex- 
pansive and more productive than Eng- 
land, and the average man is more pros- 
| perous here than he is there; but for 
these very reasons the results of the con- 
tinued appreciation of gold will be more 
serious here and will be more seriously 
resented by the people who, after ali, 
control the pofiticians. 

There is one fact connected with the 
appreciation of gold that no thoughtful 
person can have failed to observe (and 
that even the thoughtless will percéive 
before very long)—namely, that ail the 
conditions affecting the movements of 
gold have changed duriag the past twelv° 
mouths. This is shown by the continued 
exports of gold from this country, even at 
a loss. This outflow has been going on 
for some time, and the repeal of a hun- 
dred Sherman laws would not change it. 
Europe realizes that the increass in the 
value of gold means something serious in 
the end, and she is fortifying herself 
against the convulsions that must ensue. 
There are two remedies—one douvt 
ful and complicated and _ the other 
simple. One is for the United 
States to enter into the compe 
tition for gold and get it by paying a 
premium for it. This remedy cannot and 
will not be carried out. The other—safe 
and simple—is bimetallism, the policy set 
forth in the democratic platform—the 
policy to which the 


pledged.

Dr. Spencer, the. state geologist, differs 
with General C. A, Evans in the statement 
that the manufacture of tile roofing ought 
not tobe attempted in Atlana because the 

kind of clay necessary is not ac- 
cessible. 


In yesterday's Constitution a communi- 
cation appeared from General Hvans stipu- 
lating certain ways in which the enterpris- 
ing and public spirited men of the city 
could go to work most successfully in the 
upbuilding of the city and this section of 
the state. 

in that article General Evans declares that 
there are some lines of manufacturing that 
ought not to be started in the city because 
the local environments were not suitable for 
its successful inanipulation-. 

One of the lines of enterprise that ought 


“not to be started, in the mind of General 


iivans, was the making of tile. roofing 

While there is’ plenty of the clay necessary 

for this manufactury in the state, General 

iivans .declares that it is not available 

in Atlanta to the extent of warranting a 

po outlay of capital for the building ‘of a 
ctory. 

Dr. J. W. Spencer, of the state geological 
department was seen yesterday by a Con- 
stitution reporter and asked about the matter 
from a scientilic point of view. 

“it is a mistake to think that tile roofing 
cannot be manufactured ffom the clay in 
this purt of the state. While I do not know 
positively about the clays in the immediate 
vicinity of Atlanta, 1 do know trom. my own 

ersonal examination that there is the finest 
dud of clay for this peculiar purpose be- 
tween this city and Rome and this would not 
be very inaccessible to a manufacturing com... 
pany desiring to make Atlanta its distrib- 
uting point tor the handling of the products 
of its factory. 

“In this connection it may be of interest 
for me to state that I regard the clay pro- 
ducts of this section of the state could be 
made to enjoy more possibilities than most 
any other geological interest in the state. 
as a pavement is no longer 
an experiment, but a brilliant success, and 
this kind of brick can be made to perfection 
in Georgia, especially in the n¢ighborhood 
of Rome, where I found the clay of a pe- 
culiarly adaptable nature for the maunu- 
facture of these brick. There 4s money in 
such industries and I am receiving letters 
every now and then from capitalists asking 
me about it all. You see the supply of this 
peculiar kind of clay is playing out in some 
sections. I was talking with the state ge- 
ologist of New Jersey the other day and was 
told by him that it was no longer abundant 
in that state. Itis in great demand for the 
upbuilding of the great cities, all of which 
in yhese days done with the best quality of 
brick, is growing to a wonderful demand 
for the best clays. 

“In the report that I am soon to file for 
the consideration of the geological board 
of the state 1 have taken up much ‘space 
with the discussion of this question of clay 
manufactories of such interest to the state 
of Georgia. It is a wonder to me that the 
clays of northern Georgia have not been 
found out by the manufacturing world before 
this time. ‘They are of the rarest and best 
kind. They have just enough iron in them 
to make them particularly suitable for the 
manufacturing of vitrified brick. Most 
clays have lime in them and this is not the 
best kind for making brick. The lime makes 
the fusion easy and the brick is not of the 
most durable quality. 

Areiv -sse Roofing. 

“I am confident that tile roofiing can be 

manufactuzed most successfully in that part 
of the state between Kome aud Atlanta. 
The clays I found in those sections are 
ood for this kind of work. Tile rooting is 
etter than the slate. lt will not crack 
when heated by a fire on the other side 
of the street like slate roofing will at times. 
It is very durable and makes a cosy, nice 
looking rooi. 

*l am of the opinion that Atlanta could 
well be taken as the location of a factory, 
or at least the headquarters of a factory 
of this kind, for’l know that the clay can 
be tound net many miles from Atlauta.” 

Dr .Spencer talks interestingly about the 
clay of the state and says it has many pos- 
sibilities which when realized will do more 
than anything else has done for the devel- 
opment and growth of Georgia. 


‘ahe Guounty Institutes. 


Captain S. D. Bradwell, of the state 
school department, is in the midet of the 
work of getting the county institutes organ- 
ized for the new year. 

He is contemplating great results from 
these intermingling of the teachers this year. 
These institutes are calculated to do much 
towards bringing the teachers together from 
time to time for the purpose of discussing 
methods of teaching this branch or that. 
Commissioner Bradwell says the institutes 
did a vast amount of good last year and 
that they will do mvre this year. The 
teachers of the state seem to enjoy them 
very much and enter upon them with the 
spirit of making them every bit as profitable 
to them as they are intended to be by the 
department. 

Comunissioner Bradwell is also engaged in 
making arrangements for the taking of the 
state school census, which he has recently 
been authorized to take by the state educa- 
tional board. 

This census will show up the schools as 
they are moving along today in comparison 
with how they were moving along five 

ears ago, when the last census was taken. 
t goes without saying that Georgia will 
show a vast improvement over the last 
report.

TATTOOING ON HIS ARM BETRAYED HIM. 


\ 
As Stated in Saturday’s Cons‘itution He 
Has Been Located for Some Time. 
Found with ths Hobo Quee?. 


John Moore, chief lieutenant of the noto- 
rious Delk gang, who escaped 1} the 
Dade coal mines, in which he was Mrving 
out a sentence of ten years, has been caught 
at Tampa, Fla., is now in the county jail 
at that place,and will be brought back to 
Atlanta as sdon as an oflicer can go to 
Tampa and bring him here. 


A telegram ‘announcing his arrest, was 


received by Chief Connolly yesterday af- 
ternoon at 1:30 o’clock. Thd@ telegram 
came from W. 8S. Bowles, chief of police of 
Tampa. 

Moore was arrested yesterday morning, 
and the question of his identity settled be- 
youd all doubt by two marks made on his 
arm with India ink. ‘These tattoo marks 
assured the officers of Tampa that they had 
the right man, and when a description of 
Moore. was) shown him bearing these 
identification marks, he weakened and ad- 
ni.tted that he was the man. _ 

When Moore was a wild, roving house 
breaker here in this city, he associated with 
a crowd ‘of adventurous spirits, and one 
of them tattooed on his right arm a heart 
and an anchor. The indelible, inerasable 
characters made by this changeless ink, 
remained on Moore’s arm, and when he 
entered the coal mines some months ago, the 
keeper, noticing them, and making a note 
of their presence in the description book, 
told him that if he were to ever escape, it 
would be an easy matter to establish bis 
itentity. ‘Ihe keeper’s. Words proved pro- 
phetic, and now it bas come to pass that he 
was betrayed by the tattooed characters 
on his arm. 

Last ‘hursday Chief Connolly received a 
telegram from the ‘Tampa othcials asking 
if John Moore was wanted in Georgia and 
stating that he was in that city and could 
be arrested it wanted. 

Chief Connolly made immediate reply 
by letter stating a]l the facts. As svon 
as the letter was received at ‘Lampa, Moore 
Whs arrested. Saturday’s Constitution 
told of the fact that Moore had been ]lo- 
cated and that his arrest was expected to 
be announced almost any hour. 

The announcement came in a telegram 
received just after noon yesterday. While 
in Florida Moore had been going under the 
name of Harry Glenn and gave that name 
to the officers when arrested. He is slender, 
dark-haired, dark complexioned and 
has marks about the face which render his 
identification easy. The officers were snre 
of their man when they first arrested him, 
and upon carrying him to the police station 
and examining the tattoo marks, what lit- 
tle doubt they may have entertained gave 
way to cartainty. So absolutely unan- 
swerable were the facts against him, that 
the prisoner had to weaken. 

Chief of Detectives Wright said last night 
that fe has known the whereabouts of Moore 
for two weeks, and he is confident that Tom 
Delk is there also. 

Moore went to Tampa to be with Jessie 
Bone, the notorious hobo queen, who lives 
in that city in imposing style. She has a 

gaudy home, and has with her several lesser 
lights from this city. The detectives here 
say that Lou McMarnaman went there to 
meet Delk and Moore two weeks , ago. 
Living with the notorious hobo queen, it is 
not remarkable that Moore was discovered 
and caught. Jessie Bone has been there 
for several months and it-is said that 


the two escapes went there to hide, know-. 


ing they could find prote ction. undér the 
shelter of the queen’s palace. It is thought 
that Tom Delk will be canght in a day or 
so, as he is in the same city where Moore 
was caught. 

Chief Bowles, of Tampa, gets $100 for his 
cate, that being the amount of the reward 
offered by Mr. Julivs L. Brown. There 
is now no doubt of Moore having been _in 
Atlanta nbout a month after his escape 
as was thought by the police force here. 

Nothing cord give greater pleasure to 
the Atlanta police than the capture of 
Moore. Fie is regarded by them as one of the 
shrevatest, most daring and desperate burg- 
lars Ahat ever operated in Atlanta.
